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Llyn Peris, Llanberis. There are two local saints at 
Llanberis, St. Padarn and St. Peris, and two lakes named 
after them—Llyn Padarn (i}4 miles long) and Llyn Peris, 
the upper and far more beautiful one over whose sheet of 
fair water Dolbadarn Castle looks. The lakfcis very deep 
and used to be famous for fish, but the slate-quarry’s refuse 
is sadly spoiling its beauty ami productiveness. t 
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
